To Have and to Hob | 
the ſaid Flouſe or Lands reſpectively ;0 the Party or Grantee, his Heirs 
Aſſigxes for ever : and therein provided that that Law ſhould not extend: 
any Land granted or to Le granted by the Inhabitants of a Town ; there 
intending ( alt! hough it is not fo plainly expreſſed ) that fuch Graunts of La 
by Towns are an Eſtate in fee ſimple notwithſtanding the words Zei 
and Aſſignes for ever are therein omitted ; the atorefaid Law being intend 
for the Direftion cf PIYMee.
